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AT the age of just 16, Aaron Riley, aka "Negativ¬ 
ity" recently became one of the first young mu¬ 
sicians to receive a donation from the Fin Gun 
Fund for young musicians. 

Aaron is honing his talent as a rap artist and has 
already written and recorded a lot of original ma¬ 
terial. He has performed at a number of events in 
and around West Dorset and his work has been 
well received by audiences young and old. 

Aaron is a student at the Dorchester Learning 
Centre where he is working towards his GCSEs, 
and a future on the rap circuit. 

He lives in Dorchester with his mum. 


■ HOW did you end up writing rap songs? 

I never used to like rap at all, but and as I got older I 
made some friends at school who had started listening 
to it. We used to rap along to the songs in the play¬ 
ground for a laugh, and then I got asked by one of my 
teaching assistants if I’d ever written a rap. I said, 
‘No, I can’t and probably never will’, but one day I 
was bored so I thought I’d try and that’s how I ended 
up writing my first rap. 

■ WHAT was your first song about? 

It was about a girl that I was with and we broke up. I 
always used to rap about the difficult things in life. 
That’s why I’m called ‘Negativity’. These days I rap 
about a much wider range of things and do much 
more upbeat songs as well, but when I started out my 
songs were usually about life’s struggles; the loss of 
a loved one, that kind of thing. Rap music is about 
expressing your feelings. As I’ve got older and per¬ 
fected certain parts of my rapping I’ve widened my 
range to include some more positive songs. What I 
love about rap is that it doesn’t hide behind doors - 
it’s the truth. 

■ SO, how do you go about writing a rap? 

I usually start by writing my ideas out on a notepad, 
and as I’m dyslexic and find it hard to spell it’s always 
a bit rough. Next, I type it up on a computer and my 
keyworker at school helps me with the spelling. When 
it’s time to record it, I can go to Bridport Youth Cen¬ 
tre, or the youth centre in Dorchester and now that I 
have all the equipment I need, me and my friends can 
put down the tracks. 

■ HOW did the Fin Gun fund help you? 



They’ve been really generous and have given me about 
£150 worth of equipment. I was told by my keyworker 
that a musician called Fin Gun had died and that he 
had always wanted to help young musicians like me. 
So, I ended up writing a letter explaining how me and 
my friends didn’t have any recording equipment and 
they got back and said they’d donate me some money 
if I would perform at a benefit gig in Finn’s memory. 
That was at Bridport Arts Centre in December. I’d al- 
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ready had the equipment by then -1 got a microphone, 
a mic-stand a ‘pop-shield’, which is something that 
stops the pops you get when you speak certain sounds 
like ‘p’ and ‘b’. 

■ ARE there certain rapping techniques you've 
had to develop? 

Well, I’ve released the ‘inner attitude’- which is when 
your voice hardens and has a ‘don’t care’ attitude that 
gives it the rap effect. Then there’s beat boxing, but I 
don’t do much of that. There are the gestures and 
movements too, but I mainly do that when I’m per¬ 
forming rather than in the studio because I don’t want 
to move away from the mic and ruin the recording. 

■ WHO have you perfomed for? 

I’ve performed for all age groups. My music isn’t re¬ 
ally for any special age group. Last summer I per¬ 
formed at the ‘Anonymous FestivaF, in Maumbury 
Rings, which is probably the biggest one I’ve done. I 
also did the ‘One World FestivaF at Kings Road Park. 
I’ve done lots of little gigs too. 

■ WHAT are your three all-time favourite rap 
songs? 

My number three is Techn9nes’s ‘Midwest Choppers’, 
it’s a really fast rap and I’m very fascinated by speed 
at the moment; Number two is one of my songs actu¬ 
ally, ‘Always in my Thoughts’ which is the one about 
my Grandad. My keyworker, Clare, cried twice over 
that one. My number one would have to be Biggie 
Smalls ‘Everyday Struggle’ - it was on his first album 
and it’s quite an old skool track. 

■ WHAT are your ambitions for the future? 

Ideally, I’d like to get signed to a record company, 
that’s the top aim, then lots of people can hear my 
music, but it all depends whether I can get seen 
enough really. When I finish school I’m hoping to go 
to Poole College to do a Level 2/3 NVQ in Music, and 
then if I can I’d like to go on to University and get a 
Diploma in Music.

CCTV cameras 
watching over 
the borough

CCTV cameras dotted all 
over key areas of Wey¬ 
mouth and Portland will 
help combat everything 
from terrorist threats and 
crime to transport prob¬ 
lems and public order. 


A Weymouth East 
PACT meeting was given 
a special presentation by 


Dorset Police CCTV 
projects manager Andy 
Sims who talked about a 
variety of camera loca¬ 
tions from Bowleaze 
Cove and Hope Square 
to Portland Heights. 

He said previous expe¬ 
rience meant police 
know there will be a ter¬ 
rorist attack or an at¬ 
tempted terrorist attack 
on the British Isles dur¬ 
ing the Olympic Games 
period, but he added of¬ 
ficers faced far more 
problems with ticket 
touts, Fathers for Justice, 
traffic congestion, heat 
exhaustion, travellers or 
major crashes. 

Mr Sims said cameras 
would not just focus on 
terrorism but on com¬ 
mand and control, public 
safety, perimeters, sur¬ 
veillance inside and out¬ 
side important sites and 
many other uses from 
positions such as the 
roof of the Pavilion, the 
seafront, the council of¬ 
fices, Wyke Regis, the 
Rodwell Trail, Portland 
beach road, Osprey 
Quay and Portland Cas¬ 
tle. 

Most CCTV cameras 
would be temporary for 
the Games, he said, and 
a security operation 
which would last 70 
days. 

Councillor John 
Birtwistle clashed with 


him and said he didn’t 
believe that the more 
CCTV there was the bet¬ 
ter and he added: “I don’t 
accept that this borough 
is under threat from A1 
Qaeda who are just wait¬ 
ing for a chance to come 
into Weymouth and 
wreak havoc.” 

He claimed security had 
become “an industry” 
which was “building up 
threats and the threats are 
unreal”, but the general 
response from the rest of 
the meeting was that the 
presentation had been 
“useful” and “dispelled 
some myths”. 

Road and traffic 2012 
manager Matthew Piles 
gave a presentation on 
how transport plans were 
trying to protect residents 
and visitors at a time 
when four billion people 
would be watching Wey¬ 
mouth and Portland. 

An extra 30,000 people 
a day were expected for 
the Olympic sailing 
events being staged in the 
borough and that influx 
had to be smoothly dealt 
with through park and 
ride and other measures, 
he said. 

“What about cycle 
parking?’ he was asked. 
Mr Piles replied that 
there would be 700 
stands. 

He was thanked by 
chairman Rachel Rogers 
who said the meeting had 
been “particularly inter¬ 
esting”. 


Top speed in Portland 

PORTLAND has become one of the fastest places for 
broadband in the country. 

Twenty new cabinets serving 5,000 homes are 
being installed on the island under the BT Infinity 
fibre optic roll-out. 

Each cabinet is effectively an exchange and this is 
then connected to the old cabinet via copper wire 
into the home. 

Initially the new system will be capable of up to 
40mb download and up to lOmb upload, but this 
will quickly be enhanced to 80mb and 20mb re¬ 
spectively. 

Five cabinets will not be enabled, mainly in the 
Castletown and Wide Street areas, but these will be 
subject to a quarterly review. 

In order for people to access the service they will 
have to change their contract with their service 
provider to High Speed Broadband while a new 
faceplate and modem will need to be installed. 

A marine and environment partnership meeting 
of Portland Town Council was told that monthly 
rates are competitive but that people should ensure 
their service provider knows that HSB is enabled. 

The meeting heard that Portland receiving super 
fast broadband ahead of other areas of the country 
was a boost attributable to the Olympics. 

In addition — and again linked to the Olympics — 
there will be an ethernet connection installed in 
Weymouth and this will substantially increase the 
band width available to support the Olympic cov¬ 
erage. Again this will remain and will allow devel¬ 
opment of internet services around it. 





Huge response to 
job vacancies at 
refurbished hotel 

STAFF were rushed off their feet when interviews for 
60 new jobs at a Weymouth hotel attracted more 
than 600 applicants. 

The Riviera at Bowleaze Cove is completing a 
major £4 million refurbishment which will see the 
holiday accommodation re-open in March. 

General manager Kevin Bungay said they had 
been overwhelmed by job applications for every¬ 
thing from bar staff and housekeeping to reception 
and management posts. 

He added: "We knew there would be a good re¬ 
sponse but we never expected 600 applications. 
That's ten for every job we were offering which was 
fantastic for us. 

"The standard at interview was very good. It was 
just what we were looking for and all posts have 
now been successfully filled. 

"All our new staff will have officially joined us 
within the next week and will be undergoing induc¬ 
tion training soon ahead of our re-opening. 

"Training will cover everything from health and 
safety and basic fire safety to food hygiene training 
to ensure they are fully qualified to work in a safe en¬ 
vironment when we re-open."

DORCHESTER & WEY¬ 
MOUTH | CONSTRUC¬ 
TION work started this 
week on temporary park 
and ride sites being used 
for visitors during the 
Olympic sailing events this 
summer. 

Dorset will see five sites 
in operation (three tempo¬ 
rary and two permanent). 

All sites will be the re¬ 
sponsibility of the 
Olympic Delivery Author¬ 
ity (ODA) for the duration 
of the Games. 

Temporary sites will be 
at Kingston Maurward, 
Monkey’s Jump (Dorch¬ 
ester) and Littlemoor in 
Weymouth. 

Permanent sites being 
used by the ODA for the 
Games are at Mount Pleas¬ 
ant and Preston Beach 
Road. 

The park and ride service 
aims to reduce the number 
of visitors driving into the 
centre of Weymouth. 

Hugh Sumner, Director 
of Transport at the 
Olympic Delivery Author¬ 
ity, said: “The park and 
ride sites will make the 
journey into Weymouth 
much easier for visitors. 
By limiting the number of 
spectators’ cars coming 


into the town, we can min¬ 
imise the disruption on 
local roads for local peo¬ 
ple. 

“Getting spectators to 
events on time and back 
home again is going to 
make a huge difference to 
how people remember the 
games in years to come. 
This summer will be in¬ 
credibly busy, and as much 
as possible is being done 
to make London 2012 a 
public transport Games.” 

The park and ride can be 
used by Nothe ticket hold¬ 
ers as well as non-ticket 
holders and visitors to the 
area. 

Passengers will be trans¬ 
ported between sites and 


venues with the fleet of 
buses. 

Spaces can be booked 
online at www.lon- 
don2012.com/getting-to- 
the-games. 

Sites will be clearly 
signed and drivers will be 
directed from the main 
roads to them. 

Visitors to Weymouth 
and Portland can also book 
a direct coach from the 
West and South West of 
the country. Locations in¬ 
clude; Birmingham, 
Gloucester, Cardiff, Exeter 
and Southampton. 

These coaches will drop 
off and pick up from the 
Preston Beach Road site 
next to the Lodmoor 
Household Recycling 


Centre and not the Lod¬ 
moor public car park.

Buses will de¬ 
part from 8am with the last 
bus leaving the Swannery 
transport hub at 11.30pm. 


Parking permit system to be changed 


WEST DORSET | CHEATS who abuse 
West Dorset's District Council parking 
permits are expected to see the system 
changed. 

The district council believes that the 
£16 permits, which allow shoppers two 
hours parking a day, over a period of six 
months are being misused. 

A committee on Tuesday (February 
7th) was being asked to scrap the per¬ 
mits, which are currently being used by 


more than 3,000 people, and replace 
them with a scratch card system. 

These would be sold in books of 20, 
priced at £20, with each scratch card to 
be used for up to six periods of 20 min¬ 
utes, a total of two hours, in any one 
day. 

Councillors are also being asked to 
freeze the cost of short-term parking in 
WDDC owned car parks for another 
year.

Revised plans 
concentrate 
on road safety 


A SERIES of exhibitions has been held to 
highlight county council proposals to im¬ 
prove traffic conditions on Weymouth’s 
Dorchester Road. 

The route has benefited from reduced 
traffic since Weymouth’s new relief road 
opened, but a public consultation into 
much larger changes planned for the road 
revealed that residents didn’t want them. 

So the authority has come back with 
scaled down proposals and it has been 
asking people if they like the reduced 
scheme. 

County project manager Emma Baker 
said: “The emphasis now is on slowing 
traffic down, improving pedestrian facili¬ 
ties and introducing cycleways between 
Manor Roundabout and Wey Valley 
School. 

“We have listened to what people said 
and part of our approach is designed to re¬ 
duce Dorchester Road being used as a rat 
run. 

“To do this we propose to introduce 
raised surface areas to encourage mo¬ 
torists to slow down. 

“We have also heeded requests to make 
life easier for pedestrians and cyclists and

our revised scheme has safety as one of its 
main priorities.” 

She added that nearly 300 people at¬ 
tended the five exhibitions which had 
been held and the county council will soon 
begin sorting through and cataloguing re¬ 
marks made on a comment form which 
was available at all the events. 

Among questions asked were how the 
scheme would affect residents’ homes and 
their travel arrangements and whether 
what was being proposed would allay 
concerns about excess traffic speeds. 

She said: “Residents unable to get to the 
exhibitions can still view the plans on line 
and submit their comments before the 
deadline of February 29 th . 

“We will then review all the comments, 
try and work suggestions into our design 
and carry out the work. 

“If all goes well then Dorchester Road 
could be transformed by Christmas allow¬ 
ing for a gap during the Olympic Games 
when no work will be carried out.”

Residents petition for 
crossing on danger road

SPEEDING traffic poses 
such a danger at a Wey¬ 
mouth roundabout that 
more than 1,000 residents 
have signed a petition to 
try and get a pedestrian 
crossing. 

Chafey’s roundabout is a 
focal point for three sec¬ 
tions of 50mph road which 
hundreds of people have to 
risk crossing every day be¬ 
cause their community of 
Southill is split off from 
town. 

But Dorset County Coun¬ 
cil has so far refused to 
lower the speed limit al¬ 
though it may consider 
providing controlled cross¬ 
ings of Weymouth Way 
when funding is available. 

County councillor David 
Harris has spearheaded the 
petition campaign for a 
crossing and said residents 
wanted a safer crossing 
point. 

He added: “The amount 
of traffic using the round¬ 
about at which residents 
presently have to cross has 
increased by 50 per cent 
since the relief road has 
been opened and is now at 


30,000 vehicles per day. 

“As a result of this peti¬ 
tion there will be a debate 
on the provision of a 
crossing point at the full 
county council meeting on 
February 16th.” 


Mr Harris, who led the 
work of collecting the pe¬ 
tition with the help of sev¬ 
eral local residents, said he 
was amazed at the re¬ 
sponse. 

He added: “I have never 


knocked on resident’s 
doors before and almost 
been dragged off my feet 
to sign a petition. Only one 
per cent of those contacted 
were against the proposal. 

“We are particularly con¬ 
cerned about families and 
less physically fit adults 
crossing next to a round¬ 
about with three 50mph 


roads meeting. 

“The council is promot¬ 
ing more sustainable travel 
on foot and cycle yet have 
cut off the 2,000+ people 
of Southill and not given 
them a safe access to town. 

“A friend in a wheel¬ 
chair, Ian White, has a 
video of a near miss he 
had when a car stopped to 


let him across and another 
car came up on the outside 
and almost hit him.” 

Mr Harris said he will be 
speaking to the petition at 
the council meeting and 
hopes that plans can be 
drawn up and costed for a 
light controlled crossing a 
short distance from the 
roundabout.

Memorial plaque to be upgraded 


WYKE Regis Protection Society is trying 
to raise funds for the upgrade of the 
Whitehead Plaque on the site of the 
old Whitehead Torpedo Works at Ferry¬ 
bridge. 

The site at Whitehead Drive is a very 
important one for Wyke. 

At one time Whiteheads employed 
1,700 local people and the railway, 
shops and pubs grew up around the 
works. 

The society said that the current 
plaque erected by developer Crest 
Homes is of poor quality stone which 
has deteriorated so much that the 
wording is now illegible. 

Jean Hamdorff of the society said: 
"We are working with a local stone 
mason with the hope of replacing the 


plaque with granite at a cost of £1,700. 

"Once upgraded we will have a sign 
on the Rodwell trail and information 
on the memorials website. 

The Whitehead torpedo works 
played an important role in military 
history, was visited by royalty and at its 
height had an enormous workforce. 

A variety of projects continued in 
peacetime and torpedoes were still 
being produced there in the 1960s, but 
the works were sold to Wellworthy in 
1967. 

The whole site finally closed in the 
mid-1990s and a short while later it 
was sold and buildings were demol¬ 
ished ahead of a housing develop¬ 
ment.

gypsy and traveller site plans 


WEST DORSET | THE 

last chance to com¬ 
ment on the contro¬ 
versial Gypsy and 
Traveller site proposals 
ends this Friday, Febru¬ 
ary 10th. 

Dorset councils have 
paid consultants more 
than a quarter of a mil¬ 
lion pounds to come 
up with a series of pro¬ 
posed sites for gypsies 
and travellers. Many 
have been so con¬ 
tentious they have 
been dropped even 
before the consulta¬ 
tion has ended. 

The chance for the 
public to comment 
began in mid-Novem¬ 
ber and has resulted in 
action groups being 
set up in a number of 
areas to oppose the 
suggested sites, al¬ 
though elsewhere 
there has been a broad 
welcome for the con¬ 
tinuation of long¬ 
standing gypsy sites. 

Once adopted the 


document will allocate 
permanent and transit 
sites to meet Dorset's 
needs for the next 15 
years. 

Police say that with¬ 
out the county being 
able to prove it has 
enough official spaces 
to meet the needs of 
traveller their powers 
to move on illegal en¬ 
campments is ex¬ 
tremely limited. 

People are encour¬ 
aged to respond to the 
consultation on-line, if 
possible. 

Otherwise, the ques¬ 
tionnaire can be com¬ 
pleted and handed in 
at a town or parish 
council office or 
posted to local district 
council offices.

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Spawning salmon return to River Frome 


DORCHESTER | SPAWNING salmon 
have doubled their numbers in Dorch¬ 
ester’s Mill Stream since conservation 
work was completed last summer. 

Dorset Wildlife Trust say the fish are re¬ 
turning to the River Frome for the annual 
winter spawning in greater numbers than 
before. 

This month’s survey of salmon “redds”, 
or nest sites, found they had more than 
doubled in the 450m stretch where work 
was carried to narrow the river width, 
speeding the flow and cleaning and oxy¬ 
genating the water. 

Annual surveys of The Frome found 
only three redds in one part of The Mill 
Stream which had silt-laden gravel beds 
not been suitable for the fish to make their 
characteristic gravel nests. 

Last summer, low level shelves, known 
as berms, were created to narrow the wide 
sections, allowing the river to create 
cleaner gravels, pools and shallow riffles 
to accommodate spawning adults, and 
hiding places for the growing juvenile 
fish. 

Sarah Williams, Dorset Wild Rivers Of¬ 
ficer at Dorset Wildlife Trust, said: “This 
is fantastic news for the local fish popula¬ 
tions; although the salmon redds are easier 
to spot, there is a good number of brown 
trout spawning sites too. 

“Due to low water levels this winter, 
large fish are easier to see and you should 
be able to spot the salmon ‘redds’, which

are about two metres wide and four to six 
metres long... but it is important that peo¬ 
ple don’t wade into the river as this could 
damage the eggs. 

“Salmon and trout cannot be legally 
caught in the winter months and this is to 
allow them to breed.” 

The adult salmon return to the Frome 
from their feeding grounds in the North 
Sea and as far away as Greenland, finally 
reaching their home river between No¬ 
vember and early January after an epic 
journey without feeding. 

They then have to make their way up¬ 
stream and find clean gravels where the 
female can lay the eggs, fertilised by the 
male and then cover them with a protec¬ 
tive mound of gravel. 

The eggs will hatch in the spring. 

The Dorchester Mill Stream Enhance¬ 
ment Scheme, a Dorset Wild Rivers proj¬ 
ect, is supported by SITA Trust’s 
Enriching Nature Programme through the 
Landfill Communities Fund and also by 
the Environment Agency, The Big Lottery 
Fund, the Wild Trout Trust and many 
charitable trusts. 

Dorset Wild Rivers is supported by Wes¬ 
sex Water and The Dorset Area of Out¬ 
standing Natural Beauty.

Weights go under the hammer 

DORSET | BRASS weights, which were once used by 
trading standards in Dorset, are being sold at an auc¬ 
tion in Dorchester this month. 

Dorset County Council is seling the measures dat¬ 
ing from 1858 to 1899, which used to regulate sales 
of fuel and crops. Each is marked with a date stamps 
and labelled "County of Dorsetshire". 

Duke's Auctions, of Dorchester, have estimated that 
the smaller items, such as a pair of checkpump petrol 
measures, could fetch £150, while a set of ten Victo¬ 
rian imperial standard bushel measures, may get 
£ 2 , 000 . 

Martin Thursby, principal trading standards officer 
at Dorset County Council, said: "This is a great oppor¬ 
tunity to own some of Dorset's history. 

"The measures were used historically to track and 
regulate trade in Dorset. Those checks are now done 
differently, or to different standards, so the measures 
are no longer necessary." 

The money raised from the sale will go towards lim¬ 
iting budget reductions for the county council this 
year. 

Solar panel application 

DORCHESTER | KINGSTON Maurward College is to 
try and maximise the power it can generate from the 
sun. 

The college is asking planning permission to install 
photovoltaic solar panels on the roof of the eques¬ 
trian centre, the Stafford Building, and the Environ¬ 
mental Land Building. 

All are relatively modern, unlike the main building 
which is listed and would not be allowed to have 
solar panels under existing planning laws. 

The whole site lies within a Conservation Area. 
In its application the college says the panels could 
generate up to 235kw of power which would be used 
in the buildings, all of which are on the western side 
of the site, to provide heating, lighting and for tech¬ 
nical equipment. 

Comments on the applications, which are all within 
a Conservation Area, have to be made to West Dorset 
District Council by February 17th.

LOVE'S PHILOSOPHY 

The fountains mingle with the river 
And the rivers with the Ocean, 

The winds of Heaven mix for ever 
With a sweet emotion; 

Nothing in the world is single; 

All things by a law divine 
In one spirit meet and mingle. 

Why not I with thine?- 

See the mountains kiss high Heaven 

And the waves clasp one another; 

No sister-flower would be forgiven 
If it disdained its brother; 

And the sunlight clasps the earth 

And the moonbeams kiss the sea: 

What is all this sweet work worth 
If thou kiss not me? 

This lovely poem is the perfect reminder that it will 
soon be February 14th. Percy Bysshe Shelley 
(1792-1822) never made it to his 30th birthday 
but, after 200 years, he is still regarded as one of 
the finest lyric poets in the English language. 

St. Valentine's Day used to be an opportunity for 
secret admirers to send anonymous messages of 
love. The recipient would have to speculate as to 
who the sender might be. These days, most of us, 
boys and girls, young and old, send Valentine's Day 
cards to our partners. Some of us do it perhaps be¬ 
cause we know we will be in bother if we don't! 

This Valentine verse is by our present Poet Laure¬ 
ate, Carol Ann Duffy. 

VALENTINE 

Not a red rose or a satin heart. 

I give you an opinion. 

It's a moon wrapped in brown paper. 

It promises light 

Like the careful undressing of love. 

Here. 

It will blind you with tears 
Like a lover. 


It will make your reflection 
A wobbling photo of grief. 

I am trying to be truthful. 

Not a cute card or a kissogram. 

I give you an opinion. 

Its fierce kiss will stay on your lips, 
Possessive and faithful 

As we are, 

For as long as we are. 

Take it. 

Its platinum loops shrink to a wedding ring, 

If you like. 

Lethal. 

Its scent will cling to your fingers, 

Cling to your knife. 

If you can't write your own verse in your Valentine, 
you could do worse than borrow this one from 
Henry Alford who wrote it about 150 years ago. 

YOU AND I 

My hand is lonely for your clasping, dear; 

My ear is tired waiting for your call. 

I want your strength to help, your laugh to cheer; 
Heart, soul and senses need you, one and all. 

I droop without your full, frank sympathy; 

We ought to be together - you and I; 

We want each other so, to comprehend 
The dream, the hope, things planned, or seen, or 
wrought. 

Companion, comforter and guide and friend, 

As much as love asks love, does thought ask 
thought. 

Life is so short, so fast the lone hours fly,

WARREN Byerley found his scoring 
touch as Weymouth came from be¬ 
hind to end their four match losing 
run on an almost frozen surface at 
Amblecote, and in doing so inflict 
Stourbridge's first home defeat of 
the season.

Freeze causes fixture dilemma 


A FEW weeks ago I took issue with the organisers of the local 
league fixture programme, querying as to the advisability of 
having league games on the first four Saturdays of the new year 
in view of the fact that these were the four most vulnerable 
weeks weather wise.

PREVIEW 

WORD on the street has it that league fixtures that should have 
taken place on Saturday last would now be played on Saturday 
next, a day on which no league games were due to be played. 

Their was a snag however - February 11th was a Saturday 
given over to cup rounds and National Cups take precedence 
over the league. 

WEYMOUTH are most certainly an exception for, having won 
the Dorset & Wilts Plate Competition, they now go national and 
take on DRIFTERS from the adjoining region at home. 

Their opponents are a side of whom I know little but I see that 
they lie at the top of the Berks, Bucks & Oxon Premier Division, 
and will therefore, certainly be no mugs. 

I seem to remember Weymouth facing them a few seasons 
ago, with the game taking place on the local school ground. 

I am aware that memory is an unreliable talent, (at least mine 
tends to be so) but I believe that Weymouth won that one, al¬ 
though they had to come from behind to do so; and that their 
opponents flattered to deceive on that occasion. 

That is in the past however, and really all a club can ask in this 
situation is that it gets a home draw. Weymouth have just that, 
and let's hope that they can make it count. 

DORCHESTER are at home and face a real tester with the visit 
of WIMBORNE. Their opponents, although their first side has 
not shown overmuch in the season thus far, are a capable club, 


and are running into a bit of form. 

BRIDPORT too will have their hands full at SHERBORNE sec¬ 
onds, while PUDDLETOWN take on a side whom they should 
beat in WHEATSHEAF CABIN CREW, although their opponents 
showed that they certainly can score tries last time out. 

As to the second sides Dorchester seconds will be hoping to 
cement their place at the top of their division by beating Brid- 
port seconds, and I think that they will do so, while Weymouth 
seconds should have too much for Wincanton.
